Granp Forks, Dak., Oct. 16.—[Special. ]— 

Thompson, a town ten miles west of this 

place, since the Local Option law has been in 

force, has been cursed with two rumholes 
run by two ex-saloonkeepers from this city. 

Every legitimate means was taken by the 

people of Thompson to get rid of the nuis-

MR. YERKES NOT VISITED. 


THE COMMITTEE FROM THE MEN 
DOES NOT CALL ON HIM. 


Feeling Among the Old Employes Regard. 
ing Some of Their Number Being Put 
on the Extra List— Ur Yerkes Defines 
His Position—The Grip-Cars Appear 
Once More—The Victims of Monday’s 
Riot. 


Notwithstanding the bellicose tone of the 
meeting of North Side street-car men Mon- 
day night the talk about another “tie-up” 
yesterday was confined for the most part to 
old men on the extra list who did not get 
cars Monday morning. As the day wore on 
even these persons began to cooldown. The 
fact that the committee of five appointed to 
wait on Mr. Yerkes did not call was aiso 
taken as au indication that there would not 
be another strike. 

Early in the afternoon Master Workman 
Christie and Burns and Hoffman, two of the 
old men on the extra list, and two others 
whose names were not ascertained called on 
George Schilling and had a consultation 
with him. Christie refused to utter a 
word concerning the intentions of 
the men. Burns against 
the compromise of Sunday and the stupidity 
of the men wno itted themselves to be 
“tricked” into ing it, while Hoffman 
was rather severe on Mayor Roche, who he 
suid had bulldozed the men into making the 
agreement. After leaving Schilling’s office 
Christie and his party went over to the Sea- 
men’s Hall, wh@re they had a conference 
with the West Side Executive Committee. 
They did not expect much encotragement, as 
word had reached them at Schilling’s office 
that Walking Delegate Goodwin of the West 
Side had said that if the North Side men 
struck they would have to do their own 
fighting; that the West Side men would not 
go out again for such a stupid set. Informa- 
tion was also conveyed to them that the 
rank and file of the West Side men would 
not entertain the idea of another strike to 
help them out. Luke Coyne had sounded the 
West Side men on that, and the answer was 
not satisfactory to them. 

SCHILLING Is DISGUSTED.

„There is not a word of truth in the state- 
ment. I told the committeemen Sunday I 
had 288 new men. About 200 showed up 
Monday morning. There are new men as 
well as old men on the extra list. They will 
have to take their turns. 1 am sorry to say 
that not a few of the best of the old men are 
leaving. They do not like the faction that 
seeks to dominate the men.“ 

Mr. Yerkes seemed to have no fear of a 
strike. He talked about the extension of his 
lines on North avenue and Lincoin avenue, 
and said preparations were .being made to 
operate the Ashland and Austin avenue 
lines on the West Side. The shorthand 
notes of the conference of Sunday are being 
writien out. The whole thing will be print- 
ed verbatim, so that it may be seen that the 
agreement with the men is being carried out 
according to the spirit as weill as the letter 
of the agreement. 

THE MAYOR'S OPINION. 

The Mayor was asked yesterday what ac- 
tion he would take in case there was a repe- 
tation of the North Side strike. 

“IT don’t think there will be a strike,” he 
answered. At any rate Jam not going to 
cross a bridge before I come to it. We are 
abundantly able to take care of any difficul- 
ties that may arise, so there is no use of bor- 
rowmg trouble.“ 


DRIVEN FROM THEIR CAR, 


A Non-Union Conductor and Driver Forced 
to Leave Their Posts. 

There was a lively row on Halsted street. 
near North avenue, about 6:30 last night. A 
Halsted street car, manned by non-union 
men. going north, was blocked on the tracks, 
the obstructions consisting of paving blocks 
and heavy pieces of timber. It was guarded 
by a couple of policemen, and as soon as they 
got off to clear the way the demonstrations 
from the large crowd surrouding the car in- 
duced the passengers to get off also. The 
moment the last one stepped into the street 
a shower of stones fell around the car. The 
driver and conductor mounted the car 
horses and rode furiously away, reach- 
ing the barns in safety. In the mean- 
time the crowd continued to increase. 
All the people employed themselves piling 
obstructions on the track. It was a stub- 
born crowd. The detachment of police from 
tne Larrabee Street Station could do noth- 
ing with it. It was not until a second de- 
tachment arrived, sent from the East Chicago 
Avenue Station, that tae people were 
dispersed.

The accident 
took place about noon, when haif a dozen 
north-bound cars were loaded with hungry 
passengers on their way to lunch. A Wells 
street car, which led the procession, was in 
charge of a.new gripman, and had just 
emerged from the tunnel when the switch- 
man signaled the driver to wait till the Clark 
street car, south bound, had passed over the 
loops.

The grip-cars were taken to the parns 
with horses and a gang Of men was sent to 
repair the damage. About 8 o’clock in the 
evening the cable was spliced and the en- 
gines started. The delay was about nine 
hours.

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TALK FROM LABOUCHERE. 


STRAINED RELATIONS BETWEEN THE 
ENGLISH AND GERMAN COURTS. 


Blunders of Royalty Likely to Lead to Seri- 
ous Resultse—Something About the Ex- 
pense of Emperor William’s Austrian 
and Italian Tours—The Queen's House- 
keeper—A Gypsy Wedding — Another 
German Doctor Has a Go at Dr. Macken- 
zie—Other Gossip from Abroad.

‘Lonpon, Oct. 16.—The relations between 
the German and English courts have latterly 
become something more than strained, and 
Bismarck is furious against thie country, 
which will doubtiess before long have excel- 
lent reasons for deploring the blundering 
fatuities of our royalties m their dealings. 
with the Emperor William. I shall be sur- 
prised if the Emperor’s visit to Rome do not 
lead to coldness between this country and 
Italy. Emperor William did not disguise his 
hostility to Engiand, and particularly to- 
wards his English relatives, and I hear he 
did not respond wfth any cordiality to the 
Emperor of Austria’s offer to bring about 
reconciliations between him and tne Prince 
of Wales. The cordial reception of the Em- 
peror by the Italians he could hardly take as 
a personal compliment to himself, as they 
knew nothing about him. It was a political 
demonstration against France and in favor 
of the tripie alliance, which is designed to 
keep France in order. 

I hear that the Emperor’s tour, to Austria 
and Italy will cost not less than £40,000. 
The amount which he has given away to the 
servants of the sovereigns whom he visits is 
something fabulous, and his presents of va- 
rious kinds cost frightful sums. The Em- 
peror took with him from Berlin eighty dia- 
mond rings, 150 silver stars, fifty scarf-pins, 
all richly jeweled, thirty diamond bracelets, 
six splendid presentation swords, thirty 
large photographs of himseif with the Em- 
‘press and their children, all in gold frames; 
thirty gold watches with chains (one of these 
is a correct present to a kitchen function- 
ary), 100 cigar-cases with the imperial arms 
and monogram in gold, and twenty stars in 
diamonds of the Orders of the Black and Red 
Eagle. 

THE LATE EMPEROR’S DIARY. 

The diary of the late Emperor Frederick 
comprises thirty-two thick quarto volumes 
all with locks. The Emperor desired: that 
part of this diary should be published at a 
suitable period, and appointed the Empress 
Victoria his literary executrix and left her 
his whole correspondence and papers. Noth- 
ing could have been more awkward for the 
Empress than Prof. Geffcken’s amazing in- 
discretion, as there was a regular formal un- 
derstanding between her and Emperor Will- 
iam—i. e., Prince Bismarck—that no part of 
the diary should appear for several years to 
come, and that care would be exercised in se- 
lecting extracts for publication. 

. THE QUEEN’S HOUSEKEEPER. 

Tho appointment as hovsekeeper of Wind- 
sor CdStle, which became vacant on the 
death ot Mrs. Henderson, is one of the best 
things in the Queen’s gift, for there is not 
only an adequate salary but excellent apart- 
ments in the castie, valuable perquisites, and 
numerous privileges.

TERRIBLE DISTRESS OF FARMERS IN 
RAMSEY COUNTY, DAKOTA. 


Sixty Out of Seventy Families in a Jewish 
Settlement Without Fuel, Food, or 
stroyed, Their Property Covered by 
Mortgages, und with No Means to Re- 
lieve Their Condition—A Story of Suffer- 
ing and Want. ; 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 16.— Special. — 
M. J. Horpmann of this city, os has wae 
investigating the condition of the farmers in 
Ramsey County, Dakota, who were revorted 
to be starving to death, returned tonight. 
He says there are seventy families who are 
absolutely destitute of food and fuel. and some- 
thing must be done, and immediately, or they 
will starve to death. The real condition of 
the people is beyond description. Men, 
women, and children are in rags, and: they 
have not a cent of money in the world. Their 
crops were totally destroyed, and their lan 
stock, and farm implements are mortgaged 
up to their full value, and the mortgageors 
are threatening foreclosure. 

The most absolute distress prevailed every- 
where. Women and children were crying 
and men were going barefooted and in rags. 
One place wasthe homeofa minister who 
had just come from Europe. The people 
told him that he must not stay; that thay 
could not support him ana that he would 
starve. He replied that he had no 
money to leave with and would have to re 
main and share their lot. His house consist- 
ed of only one room, with nothing but a dirt 
floor. He was accompanied dy his wife and 
two small children. One of the latter 
was wrapped up in a crib in order 
to keep warm, and the other was 
blue and shivering with cold and emaciated 
with hunger. There was no fuel with the 
exception of a little dry manure, which is ail 
that any of the families have to burn, and 
the only thing they had to eat wasadry 
crust of bread, which was lying upon an 
otherwise bare and empty shelf.

A CHEAP INSURANCE WEINELE. 


The Company Gets Twenty-five Cents a 
Week and the Insared Gets Nothine. 

A curious phase of cheap life-insurance was 
disclosed in a case tried before Justice Bray- 
ton yesterday. Mes. Flora Frederick, who 
lives eat No. 1835 South Clark street, as ad- 
ministratrix of her father’s estate sued the 
Prudential Insurance Company of America 
for $90 on a policy taken outin\the name of 
her deceased parent. According to her 
story a smooth-taiking agent of the company 
called upon her a jear or so ago and offered 
to insure her father for $90 oh payment of 25 
cents a week. The old man was already past 
three score, and the chances of his living $90 
worth of weeks at 25 cents ap seemed to 
Mrs. Frederick worth speculating upon. A 
form of applicetion filled with as many 
blank spaces as mere are squares on a chess- 
board was filled up by the agent, and in due 
course of time a policy was forwarded to the 
economic daughter. When the old man 
died and she presented a claim for the 
amount of her vy she was informed that, 
or-ing to grievons errors in the form of ap- 
plication, the contract on which the policy 
was issued was invalid. She put her case 
in the hands of a lawyer, but Justice Bray- 
ton hela that the term of the policy which 
made the form of application a part of the 
contract left him no option but to uphold the 
company in its refusaito pay the claim. 
Among the errors referred to was one which 
gave the of the insured as 67 and the 
date of his birth 1887. 

The office of the Prudential Company is at 
No. 255 West Madison street. Toa reporter 
last night Assistant Superintendent Schurger 
said: Our company instructs agents not to 
insure any one through third parties. The 
form of application distinctly says This was 
written out by me the insured] or by my 
express direction,’ and if an agent departs 


‘from this instruction he vitiates the whole 


transaction.“

BERLIN, Oct. 16.— The Empress Frederick 
presided today ata meeting of the commit- 
tee for the relief of the sufferers by the 
recent inundations. Dr. Achenbach, Gov- 
ernor of the Province of Brandenburg, made 
an address in which he eulogized Empress 
Frederick for her work in relieving the suf- 
ferers. The committee reported that the dis- 
tress among the peopie had been removed. 
Empress Frederick thanked the committee 
for their sacrificing efforts in behalf of the 
destitute in the flooded districts.

Tun rapid increase of the foreign popula- 
tion in France is causing great concern to 
.the Government. Since 1836 no less than 
452,000 Belgians, 265,000 Italians, 100,000 Ger- 
mans, 78,000 Swiss, and 80,000 Spaniards 
„ have gone into France in addition to the 
foreign population previously resident there. 
In 1851 there were but 381,000 foreigners in a 
total popuiation of nearly 36,000,000. In 1886 
the foreign popuiation exceeded 1,000,000, 
while the native population remained nearly 
stationary, The despair of the situation is 
that birthsin France are actualiy diminish- 
ing. :

strongly for Grant, and was a prominent 
participant in those stormy scenes which be- 
gan with the primaries for the county con- 
vention and ended only when the National 
Convention adjourned. After that time his 
interest in politics abated, ana he devoted 
himself almost exciusively to the early his- 
tory of the city, of which he was so fond, and 
to the genealogy of his own family, a work 
the publication of which cost him over 
$50,000. The gradual advances of the insid- 
ious disease of which he died had for some 
years kept him closely confined to the house 
or w his office, and his appearance on the 
streets became an unusual occurrence. 
Nature was kind to Mr. Wentworth. She 
endowed him well physically and mentally. 
His frame, stalwart enough to withstand 
even the abuse to which when young he sub- 
jected it, always caught the eye. As a 
speaker he was not dignified, but always 
strong and forcible, witty, sarcastic, and full 
of sharp points. His oddities of expression 
and the quaint distortions of his mouth and 
face when flinging biting innuendoes made 
him the delight of his hearers. He could always 
command the largest of crowds. Not even 
Douglas could be sure of a larger audience. 
‘He became a potent factor in the politics of 
Northern Illinois. He was keen-eyea, and 


could detect the motives of men with an un- 


erring instinct and see what influence events 
would have upon them. 

While Mr. Wentworth was against the 
Kansas-Nebraska bili because it opened 
the Territories to slavery, he also knew 
that any man who supported it would 
have no political future in Northern Illinois, 
and so boldiy proclaimed: As an editor he 
made his paper a power. He excelled in 
rasping innuendo and exasperating in- 
sinuation, and the _ stricter taste of 
today might find much for disfavor in his 
columns. Thus equipped in mind and body 
he ought to have been a bigger man than he 
was. He ought to have risen higher than he 
did. There were some things in his make-up 
which entitled him to stand near to Douglas 
or the great Republican leaders of 1860-’66, 
but unhappily some of those peculiarities and 
idiosyncrasies which were not specially ob- 
jected to in the Chicago of 1836 clung to him, 
and which a later day would not tolerate. 
He fell a little short of being a statesman, 
but he was a great man for all that—one of 
Chicago’s great pioneers who will be long re- 
membered. He was not a thoroughgoing 
party man. He had too strong a savor of in- 
dependence about him to go in caucus or 
leading strings. He leit a large estate, mainly 
consisting of land purchased at an early day 
and held for arise in valué. He leaves but 
one child, an amiable, estimable, and highly 
educated daughter, to whom he was greatly 
devoted, and who reciprocated the parental 
fondness. 


THE TELEPHONE ORDINANCE AS PASSED. 
The principal, almost the only, argument 
used in tne Council Monday evening agaiust 
the passage of the Ernst telephone ordinance 
was that the company would not accept it, 
and that unless it was accepted it could not 
be enforced. The Aldermen who made what 
may be called the non-acceptance argument 
seemed to be famihar with the views of the 
telephone company officials. They did not 
state the sources of their information or give 
any reasons for their belief in the main ob- 
jections which they urged? They could not 
have said with truth that the prices fixed are 
toolow. They are much higher than the av- 
erage prices charged in other large cities in 
the country, as was shown by Aid. Wheeler, 
who when be was in the Council collected 
some important facts and figures M®aring on 
this point. The following table will show 
the resuit of his inquiries ana will be in- 
gtructive in view of the argument advanced 
by Cullerton and his followers: 
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Chicago are $95, $85, $75. These are consid- 
erably higher than they ought to be. It is 
stated on good authority that the dividends 
of the stockholders of the Chicago com- 
pany are 36 per cent per annum, and that 24 
per cent is paid intoasinking fund to fur- 
nish capital for future operations. Under 


charges from $125 to $95, or even $75, and yet 
pay larger dividends than any money at in- 
terest will yield. It is now operating with- 
out an ordinance in this city. The Corpora- 
tion Counsel sohoids. The presentation of a 
new ordinance in the Council on behalf of 
the company is an acknowledgment that the 
old one has lapsed, as Ald.

mercy of the Municipal Corporation, which 
has treated the monopoly generously. It 
ought to accept the ordinance as passed. 
None of its provisions are onerous. The 
franchise granted is a vaiuable one. The 
ordinance was passed without any guspicion 
of the use of boodle. It was passed despite 
the persistent hostility of the boodlers. It is 
an ordinance that clean men can accept with 
clean hands. 2 

If this ordinance is rejected by the compa- 
ny the officers thereof must not be surprised 
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the circumstances the company can abate its 


tionists. The 
city are men ot high standing. They cannot 
afford to be even suspected of trying to en- 
rich themselves or the Boston stockholders 
they represent at the expense of the Chicago 
public and through the aid of boodlers and 
the vse of boodle. They must remember that 
their company has operated here for two 
years on sufferance only. 

The decent thing for the company to dois 
to accept the ordinance. Acceptance will 
prove the most profitable course in tne end. 
A rejection will lead to the belief that there 
isan understanding between the boodlers 
who made the non-acceptance argument 
Monday night and the officials of the com- 
pany for whom the boodle orators affected 
to speak. A rejection would be taken as a 
response to boodle demands. 


THE QUIRINAL-VATICAN COMEDY. 

The visits of the Emperor William to the 
Quirinal and the Vatican were a comedy in 
two acts, with a happy and satisfactory de- 
aovement all round. For months, indeed 
ever since it was made public that the Em- 
peror would visit Italy, it has been a diplo- 
matic puzzle how he would manage the 
courtesy precedence he must pay to Humbert 
and Leo XIII. without violating some point 
of etiquette and offending one or the other of 
these stickling potentates. It was one of 
those cases where he could have been happy 
with either were t’other dear charmer away. 
It was impossible for him to visit Humbert 
and ignore the Pope, equally impossible to 
visit the Pope and ignore Humbert, and yet 
it was considered vital to the Italian alfiance 
that he should go to Italy. He must visit 
both potentates, that was settled. The ques- 
tion therefore arose which should he visit 
first. He could not pitch up a thaler to de- 
cide. It must hs settled before he started. 
The Pope und the King are in political an- 
tagonism. If he called first upon the Pope it 
was tantamount to an acknowledgment that 
the Vatican was politically supreme over the 
Quirinal. If he cailed first upon Humbert it 
would be looked upon as a recognition of the 
supremacy of the King, not only in Italy but 
in Rome, and that in ail temporal things 
Cesar was superior tothe Vicar of Christ. 
The young Emperor, however, was equal to 
the occasion. He could not go to Italy and ig- 
nore the beautiful Queen by paying his first 
respects to the old bachelor Pope. So ne went 
directly to the palace and made his de voirs to 
her and, of course, also to her husband. 
He was wined and dinea. They toasted each 
other and kissed each other, bestowed orders 
upon each other, and exchanged honorary 
Coloneicy appointments. 

The second visit was now on the tapis, but 
the young Emperor managed it so that it 
was not a second visit. He could not go di- 
rectiy from the Quirinal tothe Vatican in 
the King’s coach. He could not go toa liv- 
ery stable and hirea rig, nor could he go 
well in the Queen's victoria. Anticipating 
this difficulty he had had his own wagon sent 
on from’ Berlin. He rode in it from the 
Quirinal to the residence of the German Min- 
ister. He there exchanged his hussar for 
the cuirassier uniform, had lunch with the 
Minister, Cardinal Rampolla, and several 
prelates. He was now on German territory, 
only a few feet front and a limited area with- 
in four walls, but the German flag flew over 
it, the German sovereignty was absolute, 
and neither King nor Pope could interfere 
on this little bit of Deutschland. To start 
from German territory in a German wagon 
which had not done service for Italian sov- 
ereignty and go to the Vatican was equivalent 
to beginning over again de novo and starting 
fresh from Berlin. A cablegram says of this 
pleasant comedy: 


The popular fancy centered on the pictorial 
aspect of the event and has more interest in the 
spectacie of the young Emperor, with his hand- 
some, eager Visigothic face, his white uniform, 
and his glittering silver helmet, surmounted by 
an outspread silver eagle, going in state to the 
Vatican as the heir of Alaric to visit the heir of 
St. Peter. Itis of small importance what they 
said to each other. Itis the fact of their meet- 
ing, this martial son of the new North and the 
Holy Father of the ancient and decaying South, 
on which men’s thoughts in preference linger. 


The Emperor arrived at the Vatican and 
was received with such pageantry and show 
of papal guards and gendarmes as the limited 
resources of temporal power could muster 
up. It was but the shreds of power, only a 
reminiscence of what the Pope could remem- 
ber when the Pontiffs failed to render 
unto Cesar and appropriated Cesar's 
prerogatives themselves, but it was enough. 
After the customary interchange of cour- 
tesies the two retired to a private apart- 
ment and addressed themselves to busi- 
ness. Ihe world will probably never know 
exactly what was said on that occasion. It 
is only known that the Emperor assured the 
Pope of his desire to pursue a conservative 
policy m all things, and when che Pope 
began to press the independence of the 
Papacy and to demand that Cesar should 
render unto him the things that were Czsar’s 
there was a sudden interruption of the in- 
terview, caused by the timely arrival of the 
Emperor’s brother, Prince Henry, com- 
mander of the German navy. As he 
could not be kept waiting in an 
ante-room he was summoned and m- 
troduced to the Pope, and thus the 
Emperor was saved any embarrassment. 
Had he been pressed to the point 
of promising any guaranty of temporal 
power most unquestionably he would have 
refused. That question has been settled 
forever. It is already a thing of the past, 
and if the present Pope expects to revive it, 
to divide Italy, to hold one portion thereof by 
foreign bayonets and to rule as Cesar, it is 
only the idle dream of an old man who 
knows little of what is going on in the great 
worla of progress. The comedy, however, 
was well played. Both parties, King and 
Pope, had an original, genuine, and only 
visit from Berlin, and the curtain went down 
on the firstact with every one satisfied. In

JOHN WENTWORTH'S : 

Mr. Wentworth’s mental and traits 
of character were as unique as his physical. 
He had a strong intellect, without much 
warmth of human kindness, unimpression- 
able to any force of human attachment, un- 
influenced by human contact, formulating 
and carrying out its purposes by the sheer 
force of a coid, cynical, colossal egotism—an 
egotism so far remote from personal vanity, 
however, as could well be conceived. He 
suspected the motives of nearly every man 
and hated any one who crossed his path or 
sought to thwart him with 4a intensity that 
never weakened. It followed its objects 
even into the grave. Like Mephistopheles, 
he was the spirit who denies. Hfs smile, his 
humor, his personal communication, his 
contact with masses ot men were after the 
same type. If he hud any emotions no one 
ever saw their manifestation, which 1s 
more than can be said of his passions. Ap 
parently he had little physical courage. 
More than once he was assaulted, and rarely 
defended himself by returning the assault, 
and yet the writer on one occasion saw him 
ride directly into the thick of an ugly Irish 
mob in the old “ bloody Seventh” Ward, 
when partisan fury was at the boiling point, 
ana emerge unharmed, smiling his grim 
Mephistophelian smile all the time. Some- 
how either his physical high mightiness or 
the colossal amplitude of his contempt for 
bis opponents awea them and saved him 
from harm. 

His prominent weakaess was lack of sym- 
pathy for the people, absence of moral force 
in himself, and his blindness to the part 
which moral forces play in social and polit- 
ical movements. And yet with that grim 
satire which underlay everything he did he 
at times played the part of a moral reformer, 
but always in a grotesque fashion. Those 
who remember his administration as Mayor 
will recall many an occasion when he re- 


sorted to questionable practices and em- 


ployed objectionable agents for the accom- 
plishment of moral purposes. In his efforts 
to compel one man to be moral he did not 
hesitate to employ any kind of agencies or 
scrutinize them closely, and sometimes he 
ended by making things worse than they 
were at first. In politics he was a hard 
fighter. His henchmen were devotedly at- 
tached to him, though he usualiy despised 
them and had no higher idea of them than 
as things he was to use for his own advance- 
ment. Personally he was honest. No sus- 
picion of dishonesty ever attached to him 
during his long career, and this in spite of 
any faith he might have had that honesty 
would succeed in the long run, for he 
doubted everything, both men and their 
motives. It would be a curiosity to know 
what he thought of his oon and whether he 
had as strong suspicions of John Wentworth 
as he did of others. His unlikeness to other 
men made him a marked character. His an- 
tagonism to them made him feared, and 
those who did not fear him he hated with an 
appalling hatred. He had plenty of follow- 
ers, grimly as he treated them, and by some 
strange contrariety in human nature some 
men who had no faith in him worked the 
hardest for him. It goes without saying 
that this man, though intellectually equipped 
to have reached the hights of success, ut- 
terly failed for the reason that he took no 
account of morai forces and had no faith in 
men. A man cannot raise himself by his an- 
tagonisms of the forces.which enable men to 
rise. He will always remain on his own per- 
sonal level. In a republic of the people, 
where he has no aids except such as come 
from the people, he only blocks his own way 
by despising them or doubting them at the 
same time he is trying to use them. It must 
be said of Mr. Wentworth, however, that he 
was true to himself and that he went through 
life to the last without swerving an inch from 
the way his disposition and temperament 
led him. To the last he was the same self- 
reliant, self-assertive, colossal embodiment 
of defiant, intellectual egotism, unrelieved by 
sweetness or light, as compact, solid, and un- 
emotional as the huge shaft of granite he se- 
lected for his memorial stone. He was a 
tough New Hampshire bowider, too flinty and 
rugged to admit of polish, too hard and 
tenacious to assimilate or blend with the 
human material about him.

NATURAL GAS MEN IN COURT. 


A Pittsburg Judge Enjoins Them from 
Collecting Increased Rates. 

Pittsspure, Pa, Oct. 16.—In the County 
Court today Judge White rendered an im- 
portant decision bearing on natural gas rates. 
An advance in the charges for natural gas 
was recently made by all the companies, and 
a number of the consumers of gas furnished 
by the Ohio Valley and Allegheny Heating 
Companies refused to pay the increase. The 
defendants threatened to cut off the sup- 
ply, and the consumers brought suit 
to restrain them from carrying 
their threat into execution. In his 
decision Judge White restrains the com- 
panies from collecting the increased rates 
and from shutting off the supply to con- 
sumers pending a decision from the Supreme 
Court of the State. The President of one of 
the gas companies asserted this afternoon in 
— 1 of the decision that if the appeal 
should be sustained by the Supreme Court 
the various natural gas companies would be 
compelied to go into liquidation and quit 
business owing to the largely increased cost 
of production over what it was formerly,

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


The Chicago Musical College gave its first 
faculty concert at Central Music-Hall last even- 
ing. The program opened with the overture to 
the Felsenmuchle by Reissiger, a former Dres- 
den kapellmeister. It is a bright and rather pleas- 
mg work, mostly of a decidedly bright order, 
and was played with spirit by the orchestra. 
Mr. Louis Falk followed with a new organ son- 
ata by Th. Salome, one of the mast important of 
recent French writers for that instrument. The 
work is lone but interesting, showing abundance 
of skillfully constructed counterpoint and not a 
few effective contrasts in registration. The slow 
movement, which, like the rest of the work, is 
thoroughly in the French manner, is especially 
charming. It was smoothly played. Mr. L. 
Gaston Gottschalk sang an aria from Donizetti's 
“Don Sebastian for his first number and the 
“Toreador Song from Carmen for his seo- 
ond. The aria he did unusually well, and the or- 
chestra played it with more regard for light and 
shade as well as balance of tone than they did the 
„Carmen selection, in which the instruments 
were sometimes too powerful for the singer to 
be heard to advantage. Mrs. Laura J. Tisdale 
recited the Rhyme of the Duchess May,” for 
which she was warmly applauded. Mr. S. E. 
Jacobsohn gave a scholarly reading of a move- 
ment from a violin concerto by Beethoven. In 
this a chain of trills several times recurring 
was particularly effective. Mr. Hyllested's play- 
ing of the Schumann “Etudes Symphoniques” 
displayed excellent technical facility. In the 
movement where the subject is assigned to the 
left handand accompanied with widely spreaa 
arpeggios in the right, the latter were brilliantly 
done. In the finale, asin some other places, 
there was a lack of repose and a manifest dis- 
position to hurry, at the sacrifice to some extent 
ofaccuracy. In the Liszt E flat concerto, with 
which he closed the program, he played 
more steadily and with fine artistic effect. The 
accompaniments, which were furnished by an 
orchestra under che direction of Dr. Ziegfeld, 
wenton the whole as well as could be expected 
from a home orchestra gathered for the occasion 
and necessarily subjected to but few rehearsals.

SURPLUS IN TREASURY. 


ASSISTANT SECRETARY THOMPSON 
MAKES A STATEMENT, 


He Declares the Excess of Revenue Over 
Expenditures for the Current Fiscal 
Year Will Exceed $100,000,000—Dako- 
ta’s Great Progress as Shown by Gov. 
Church's Report — Senator Allison to 
Propose Congress Take a Recess to 
Nov. 19—Other Washington News. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 16.—Assistant 
Secretary Thompson of the Treasury, in 
speaking this afternoon in regard to the prob- 
able condiuon of the Treasury at the end of 
the present fiscal year, said: 

“Tne appropriation bills having all been 
passed by the present Congress some esti- 
mate can now be made of the probable sur- 
plus of revenue for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1889, over the expenditures for the 
same year. Estimating one or two minor 
items, the amountin the aggregate is 8 
000,000, with the estimated expenditures from 
the permanent annual appropriations, which 
are put at 6115,60, 798, making a total of 
$421,640,798. The total estimated revenues 
are $440,500,000, making an excess of 
revenue over the total of the appro- 
priations of about $19,000,000; but 
this by no means represents the actual sur- 
plus of revenue for the current fiscal year. 
A careful estimate shows that of these ap- 
propriations, which are specific and contmu- 
ing. appropriations, there will be at least 
$87,000,000 which will not and cannot proper- 
ly be expended during this fiscal year, which 
makes an actual surplus of $56,000,000, which 
is substantially the same amount estimated 
by the Secretary in his annual report. But 
even this does not fairly represent the sur- 
plus revenues for the fiscal year 1889, for in 
the appropriations above stated there is in- 
cluded the sum of about $18,000,000 for deficien- 
cies in appropriations for 1888 and prior years 
which should have been appropriated for at 
a prior session of Congress and paid out of 
the surplus revenues of former years. This, 
added to the above sum of $56,000,000, in- 
creases the surpius revenues of 1889 to 
$74,000,000. This does not include the bai- 
ances which will be covered into the Treas-

. been seriously made in the United 

He charged Republican Senators with hav- 
ing no intention to pass their bill and with 
only waiting now to have some tired Demo- 
crat introduce a resolution to adjourn. Then, 
he saia, Republican Senators would say that 
the reason why they had not their 
bill was that a Democrat had offered an ad- 
journment resolution. 

In connection with his speech, Mr. Cock- 
rell filed a communication from the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to the effect that 
the removal of the tax on alcohol used in the 
arts and sciences would lead to extensive 
frauds on the revenue, as it would not be

CONDITION OF THE TERRITORIES, 


Interesting Statistics and Recommenda- 
tions in the Reports Of the Governors. 
Wasurnoton, D. C., Oct. 16.—L. K. 

Church, Governor of Dakota, in his annual 

report, says there has beena gain in the 

population of the Territory during the year 
of 72,346 in a total population of 640,828. The 
quantity of land newly filed and pur- 
chased for settlement during the year was 

2,500,000 acres. 

An awakened interest in all that pertains 
to education, an increased number of pupils 
in the higher and special schools, witha 
marked tendency towards one general sys- 
tem of schools for the Territory, is mentioned 
with approval, The report recommends that 
Congress authorize the rental of school iands 
for the benefit of the school fund. 

The Governor incloses the report of F. R. 
Carpenter of the School of Mines, which 
states that the mining industry of the Black 
Hills is taking on new life. As to the discov- 
ery of tin in the Black Hills, the Governor 
remarks that there is not today a producing 
tin mine nor a pound of Dakota tin in the 
markets. 

The Governor recommends the p by 
Congress ot 4 law enabling him to veto items 
of appropriation in a bill and approving such 
as are unobjectionabie. He also su ts that 
authority be given to convene the Legislature 
in special session when the interests of the 
Territory seem to demand it. 

The Governor renews his recommendation 
that the law preventing aliens from acquir- 
ing extensive tracts of land be amend 80 
that Capitalistaor money corporations can 
loan money in the Territory on land, and in 
case they me owners to be allowed a 
certain time in which to dispose of it. In 
conclusion he again urges that Dakota be ad- 
mitted as a State into the Union. 

E. G. Ross, Governor of New Mexico, in 
his annual report, that the ques- 
tions of the settlement of und 
grant titles, water storage, and irri- 
gation precede, in their importance to the de- 
velopment and future welfare of the Terri- 
tory, every other topic of an economic char- 
acter that could be suggested.

The Case of the North Carolina Special Tax 
Bonds in the Supreme Court. 

Wasuineton, D. O., Oct. 16.—The case of 
the North Carolina special tax bonds was 
called in tne Supreme Court of the United 
States today. After the counsel on both 
sides had announced their readiness to pro- 
ceed the Justices held an informal consulta- 
tion. The Chief Justice then announced that 
the court desired a full bench to hear this 
case, as it involved a constitutional! question. 
As Justice Matthews was ill, the court 
would adjourn the hearing for the present.

ADULTEBRATED LARD IN FRANCE.

THE AUSTRIAN EMPEROR DISPLAYED 
‘ GREAT TACT. 


Hig Success in Preventing an Embarrass- 
ing Meetiig Between the Emperor 
William and the Prince of Wales— 
Queen Victoria’s Fondness for the Com- 
pany of Young People—Mackenzie and 
His Publishers May Invoke the Law. 

[New York Tribune Qable.1 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.—The Emperor of Austria 
has shown great. generalship in the manner 
in which he has maneuvered his roy al guests, 
for the presence of the Emperor William and 
the Prince of Wales in Nienna simultaneous- 
ly must have been an embarrassment. The 
stories that have been in circulation that the 

Prince of Wales hastened away from Vienna 

in order to avoid meeting his nephew are, of 

course, exaggerations. But the Prince of 

Wales’ departure at the moment the German 

Emperor arrived in Vienna is a fact signifi- 


cant in itself. The real truth is that the re- 


lations between the Emperor and every 
member of his mother’s family are strained, 
and forthe moment none of the Empress 
Frederick's family desire to see her son. The 
stories of the Empress Frederick being con- 
cerned in the publication of the late Em- 
peror’s diary are aiso exaggerations, but 
she knew that copies of the diary 
were m the hands of more than 
one person. It is hardly possible to con- 
ceive that the extracts were published abso- 
lutely without her knowledge. It seems to 


‘have created no surprise here that the Em- 


peror should think it his first duty in ascend- 
ing the throne to pay state visits to every 
country save England, to which he is allied 
by nearer and stronger ties than to any 
other. There is no talk of his coming over, 
for the Queen has said that she can see no 
royal visitors while mourning lasts, and it 
would seriously curtail her Scotch visit were 
he to come here at this moment. When the 
Empress Frederick arrives next month his 
presence would be anything but desirable. 
We are curiously apathetic in England not 
to feel irritated and surprised at the sight of 
a royal progress made to every other Euro- 
pean Capital fraught with the most im- 
portant consequences and significant to the 
highest degree while we are treated as if 
there was no chance or possibility of our in- 
terference in any European complication, 
and as if our voice was silent in the councils 
of Europe, while the Queen is passing her 
autumn in the seciusion of the Highiands. 

WILLIAM’S LUXURIANT CAR. 

The Emperor William travels about Europe 
in his own railway carriage, which is quite 
as complete and luxurious as the double 
saloon one which belongs to the Prince of 
Wales and is always used by him in his Con- 
tinental journeys. The Italian Government

Electric Light Company of this * which 
the latter is pla absolutely in the control 
of the former corporation. o property of 
the Consolidated company consists of a big 
manufactory of the Sawyer-Man incandes- 
cent met West Twenty-third street and 
an edu big manufactory in Pittsburg. 
The use is given to the Westinghouse 
company of the patents in its pos- 
sessio and the entire capital stock 
of the Sawyer-Man Eiectrio Company. For 
the use of these the Westinghouse company 
agrees, in behalf of its stockholders, to pay 
to the 150 stockholders of the Consolidated 
Electric Company $150,000 every year during 
the continuance of the agreement. Thus the 

ement practically constitutes the West- 
inghouse company trustee of the business of 
the Consolidated, yet the latter mes 
merely an investment for the corporation, 
whose sole duty will be to transfer stock and 
to pay dividends.
